GENEVA UP*—A French spokes­ 
man said today France was willing 
to discuss the Communist plan for 
an Indochina armistice along with 
its own plan, but declared strong 
oppostion to major provisions of 
the Communist proposal. 
The spokesman made it clear 
France had no intention at pre­ 
sent of breaking off the Indochina 
talks in Geneva despite the ap­ 
parent East-West deadlock. 
He explained France’s position 
as the French National Assembly 
prepared to debate 
the 
govern­ 
m ent’s policy on Indochina. 
Some observers thought the new 
French reaction to the Communist ■ 
term s represented a softening of 
the position, but it was clear the 
main provisions of the Vietminh 
plan were far from acceptable. 
A spokesman for the U. S. dele­ 
gation, informed of the new French 
statements, said the United States 
opposition to the Communist term s i 
was unchanged.

should provide a clear-cut foreign 
policy. 
In an address prepared for a Na 
tional Press Club luncheon, the for­ 
mer president bore down mostly on 
the need for unity and bipartisan­ 
ship, and on complaints that Re­ 
publican attacks are undermining 
them. 
“ It isn t enough.” Truman said, 
“to deprecate these attacks with 
pious phrases. It takes vigorous 
action to stamp them out. 
“ Surely bipartisan foreign poi 
cy is as needed now as it ever 
was. But cooperation between the 
parties is not made easy when one 
party officially brands the other 
as a betrayer in this very field.” 
The former chief executive omit­ 
ted the name of Sen 
McCarthy 
(R-Wis) from his address. But he 
alluded particularly to McCarthy’s 
having called the Roosevelt - Tru­ 
man administrations “20 years of 
treason.” 
“ Traitor and treason.” Truman 
said, “ are words that you can’t use 
in friendship, e- en when you smile 
. . . false charges about ‘twenty 
years of treason make a very poor 
stepping stone to bipartisan co­ 
operation.” 
But the problem, the former 
president said, is not who is re­ 
sponsible for starting such a course 
of conduct, but who is responsible

Roofs Becoming Flatter In Latest House Designing Changes

Hoof is are going to become flatter. I 
This is not a style note from the 
Paris cl the home builders. It is 
just an obvious conclusion, w ar­ 
ranted by the development of 
a 
new method for using asphalt shin 
gles. 
( hanger in house design have 
been brought about before by new 
building materials and new ideas 
for using them. You can cite the 
window wall, made practicable in 
northern climates by 
vacuum- 
sealed double glass. 
And there is the trend to wide 
roof overhangs, which at least was j 
aided and abetted by the need for 
shade to increase* the efficiency of 
sum m er cooling systems. 
You reason you can now virtual 
ly bet on gables becoming .squatter 
—maybe disappearing in an almost j 
flat shed slope—is that your money ; 
will be saved if you’re paying for , 
the building job. 
* * 
• 


ARCHITECTS have been flirting 
for years with what they call “ flat 
tops.” The structural lumber and 
roofing material required to build 
a pitched and gabled roof h a v e 
been obvious extravagances. So in 
recent years, you have seen t h e 
slopes of roofs on new houses be­ 
coming steadily .lower. 
But when roof slopes got down 
to a drop of less than four inches 
per horizontal foot, economy seem­ 
ed 
to end. 
Economical shingles 
could no longer be used, because 
of the problem of w ater backing up 
under them on pitches of less than 
four inches. You could build a flat 
roof, or one with a pitch of only 
two inches or so, but you had to 
use built-up roofing or other sys­ 
tems. 
Hell, a lot of people didn’t 
care much for the looks of black 
roll roofing on a house—especial­ 
ly when pitched roofs blossomed 
out in blue, red, green, pink and 
other hues. So the daring young 
architects were more or less sad­ 
dled with gabled roofs. 
Now it turns out that you can 
build a rain tight, wind-tight r o o f 
with a pitch as low as two inches 
per foot, and use popular asphalt 
shingles if you do it in the right 
way. First von attach a metal drip 
edge along the eaves and along the 
rakes of your roof. Then you cover 
the roof deck with two layers of 
No. 15 asphalt saturated felt. 
You start this underlayment with 
a 19 inch starter course laid along 
the eaves to overlie the metal drip 
edge. The starter course is then 
covered with quick-setting asphalt 
cement and a full 36-inch width of 
the felt is then laid to overlap the 
starter course completely. 
* 
* 
* 


FROM THEN ON, each 36 inch 
width of felt overlaps the previous 
strip by 19 inches and is cemented 
to the previous strip. All of this 
m aterial is further secured to the 
roof deck by 3i-inch roofing nails— 
with only enough nails used to hold 
the material in place until the shin­ 
gles are applied. 
Then another starting strip is ap­ 
plied along the eaves. This can he 
a row of asphalt shingles reversed. 
or a strip of 90-pound minteral sur­ 
faced roofing. The first course of 
shingles will completely cover this 
strip. 
An exposure of only 5 inches is 
allowed for each course of shin 
gles. Four nails are used for each 
single strip and all tabs are ce­ 
mented 
down firmly 
w i thout 
squeezing the cement out over 
the exposed surfaces. 
Shingles 
along the rakes of the roof are 
cemented to the metal drip edge 
and to each other. 
This method was developed in 18 
months of testing and research by 
the Asphalt Hoofing Industry Bu­

Marble must be cared for the 
same as any other surface.

These are ab­ 
sorbed quickly by marble a n d 
must be wiped up at once with a 
damp cloth. Left overnight they 
will surely leave their mark.”

IN THE FACE of indications that indus­ 
try isn’t finding a clam oring market for 
all it produces, business and industry have 
announced they will spend an estimated 
$27 billion in expansion this year. Some of 
this will be expended by industries t h a t 
have more capacity now than they are able 
to use.

Pregnancy Not a Cause 
Of Mother s Tooth Decay

PREGNANCY is credited and 
blam ed for m any things, includ­ 
ing falling h air a n d decaying 
teeth. Almost 80 p erc en t of a 
group of fam ilies surveyed be­ 
lieved this m yth. 
However d en tal scientists have 


teeth a n d gums, there Is no food 
th a t will prevent tooth decay. 
It is believed th a t an important 
m ethod of preventing tooth de­ 
cay is to reduce the sugar con­ 
sum ption. Of course, most of us 
know t h a t th e teeth should be 
repeatedly pointed o u t t h a t preg- j b rushed a fte r meals. However, in 
a group studied, only 20 percent 
actu a lly followed this procedure. 
It is also Interesting to note 
th a t w h en we choose a dentifrice 
or to o th paste, m ost of us are 
guided by taste or after taste. One 
should r a th e r select a tooth paste 
for its usefulness In preventing 
tooth decay. Of course, the d en ­ 
tist should be consulted in regard 
to these m a tte rs.

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FBI Chief Survives Vast 
Amount Of Jibes, Criticism 


(Editor’s Note: In 30 years as 
director of the 
FBI, 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover has run a gantlet of criti­ 
cism ranging from charges he has 
abused civil rights to downright 
name-calling 
Here's his story of, 
how he has survived the blasts j 
and what he has tried to accom­ 
plish in service under five presi­ 
dents.

WASHINGTON ^ - D u r in g his 30 
years as chief of the FBI, J. Edgar 
Hoover has been assailed as a sin­ 
ister menace to American liber­ 
ties, an enemy of criminal refor­ 
mation, 
a 
“ college-trained 
flat­ 
foot'’ and a political partisan. 
What has been the end result? j 
J. Edgar Hoover ai d the FBI still 
command 
a 
place 
of 
prestige 
which is unusual in the nation's 
government. 
Over the years Hoover has run 
a gantlet of more criticism and 
em erged with fewer scars proba­ 
bly than any other man in public 
service. 
His is one of the strangest and 
most absorbing stories in all of 
official Washington where “ bureau- j 
crats” come and go—but where 
Hoover remains year after year in 
a position that seems almost im ­ 
pregnable. 
What does Hoover himself think 
of this criticism? 
“I ’m used to it now,’’ he said in 
an interview. “ I’m not as sensitive 
any more—except when I think the 
criticism is unjust and unfair. 
“ As I see our responsibility, it 
is to protect the I merican people 
and to see they are guaranteed j 
their rights accorded by the Con­ 
stitution. We are just as interested 
in proving innocence as establish­ 
ing guilt.” 
The instructions given to FBI 
agents in the m atter of observing 
civil rights are stern. Agents are 
admonished not to step beyond the 
boundaries of justice—not to give 
even an impression of bullying or 
to 
cast 
suspicion 
on 
a n y o n e 
through their acts and manner of 
questioning. This is a m atter of 
record. 
The 
argument 
hinges on how' 
well these written instructions are 
observed. On this score, Morris L. 
Ernst, sometimes counsel for the 
American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union, 
wrote 
in 
the 
December, 
1950, 
R eader’s Digest: 
“ A real ‘sm ear’ campaign has 
been carried on against Hoover’s 
work. Those who feared the bu­ 
reau—as I once did—will be glad 
to know the facts. The FBI is 
unique in the history of national 
police. It has a magnificent record 
of respect for individual freedom, 
It invites documented complaints 
against its agents. It has zealously 
tried to prevent itself from violat­ 
ing the democratic processes. 
“ Among liberals, I am by no 
means alone in this opinion. A 
while ago Roger Baldwin, former 
director of the American Civil Lib­ 
erties Union, wrote to J. Edgar 
Hoover: I‘t seem s to me that your 
bureau has accomplished an ex­ 
ceedingly difficult task with rare 
judicial sense.’

Ernst article carried the 
title: “ Why I no Longer Fear the 
FB I.”

What is the truth in this? 
Hoover himself brushes off such 
a suggestion as an absurdity and 
points to his record of consistently 
opposing proposals—some originat­ 
ing in Congress—that the FBI be­ 
come a national police force. 
Twenty years ago it was pro­ 
posed in Congress that each state 
send two men here for FBI train­ 
ing—the candidates to be chosen 
by 
the 
governors. 
Then 
these 
agents would return to their states 
and act as “ roving" FBI men with­ 
in the state’s boundaries. 
Hoover regarded this bill as the 
opening wedge in a move for a 
national polio** force. He issued in­ 
structions to his bureau saying: 
“ I do not want to be a party to any 
such f a n t a s t i c and ridiculous 
plan . . . be particularly careful 
that by no stretch of the im agina­ 
tion anyone gleans any informa­ 
tion from us that will place us 
even indirectly as encouraging any 
such program .” 
Hoover had been in the Depart­ 
ment of Justice only a short time, 
as a special assistant to Atty. Gen. 
A. Palm er Mitchell, when critics 
first assailed him. This was in con­ 
nection with the so-called Palm er 
raids of the early 1920’s. 
In those raids, FBI agents act­ 
ing on warrants issued by the Im ­ 
migration Bureau, swooped down 
on aliens in a mass roundup of al­ 


it involved the leged 
suspects 
in the 
anarchist 
I terrorism 
that 
followed 
World 
War I. 
More than 2.500 aliens were a r­ 
rested. Agents broke into houses 
in the middle of the night. Suspects 
were herded by the hundreds into 
auditoriums and mauled around. 
They were given no chance to call 
families or relatives. And the due 
process of law, it was generally 
admitted, was pushed about. 
An FBI man familiar with the 
raids (but not then with the bu­ 
reau) said: “ It was a pretty grue­ 
some proposition.” 
Hoover prosecuted the deporta­ 
tion cases against some of the sus­ 
pects and 249 were deported to 
Russia. 
For y e a r s 
afterward. 
Hoover’s name was linked with the 
raids although he protested that 
he had nothing whatever to do with 
the raids themselves and the m an­ 
handling of the suspects. 
In 1940, Morris Katzeff, a Boston 
attorney who had helped in the 
defense 
of 
the 
suspected 
anar­ 
chists, wrote to Hoover saying: 
“ I recalled that you had nothing 
to do with the irregularities and 
harsh treatment of aliens suspect­ 
ed of being Communists. . . . And 
I recalled a hearing . . . at which 
you deplored as sincerely as we 
did the incident attending the cir­ 
cumstances . . .” 
Katzeff said he wrote merely to 
set the record straight as he was 
one of the few persons still living 
who knew the facts of the case.

Adkins American Legion Post 134, 
are round plates made of bronze. 
They bear a wreath

A small flag may be inserted 
in slots on the back of the mark­ 
er. The entire marker then is 
placed in the ground by means of 
a steel rod. 
The number of m arkers include: 
300 for World War I, 200 for World 
War II, 50 for Korea, 30 for the

There is much philosophy in Rus­ 
sell’s handbook which explains, in 
a measure, what he has been try­ 
ing to do at Teachers C o l l e g e , 
which has had such an influence on 
American education. He makes a 
point about liberty, without* which 
our society has no meaning. 
He says: 
“ . . .the Fathers did not give a 


precise charter to us, their succes­ 
sors. They knew what they did not 
want; precisely what they did want 
was not so clear. Thus religious 
freedom seems to stand somewhere 
between religious direction 
from 
the central authority and atheism 
and godlessness. F r e e d o m of 
speech stands somewhere between 
silence and license. It m ay be a 
civil right, but one should have a 
civil tongue. 


“ Noninterference 
in 
business 
should stand somewhere between 
the chaos of 1932 and the complete 
government control of Soviet Rus­ 
s i a . Our government was conscious- 
j ly set up at a midway point some­ 
where between the rule of the ben­ 


evolent tyrant (the finest form of 
government according to Aristotle) 
and rule of the mob. They fixed it 
so carefully, so that while it might 
never be IOO per cent efficient un­ 
der a good man, it could never be 


IOO per cent bad under a bad m an.” 
I think most of us can go along 
with that. Children who 
can be 
m ade to realize that liberty cannot 
be as complete as tyranny h a v e 
learned a great lesson.
